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RECRUITER BRINGS IN THE STUDENTS 


Hobson State Technical Col¬ 
lege is seeing record enroll¬ 
ments lately, and Recruiter/ 
Placement Director Henry Duna- 
gan has had a lot to do with it. In 
each of the four quarters since 
Dunagan has been in this posi¬ 
tion, Hobson State has enrolled 
record numbers of students, and 
Dunagan cautiously predicts that 
the fall quarter of 1990 will be 
another record-breaker. 

Dunagan doesn't talk about it
